MESSENGER BOY IS ARRESTED 
FOR THEFTS FROM EMPLOYER, 


‘Downfall of 16-Year-Old John Lanty, 


John Laney, a 16-year-old messenger boy, 
who for two years has been in the employ 
of Benjamin Allen & Co., wholesale jewelers, 
at 135 Wabash avenue, is a prisoner at the 
Cottage Grove Avenue Police Station, charged 
with having stolen money and jewelry from 
his employers. The total amount of Laney’s 
thefts is estimated at $1,500. Gambling at 
the racetracks, the police say, is the cause of 
the youth's downfall. 

Laney was arrested at 6 o’clock last night 
by Detectives Stark and Flynn as he alighted 
from a race train at the Union Depot. He 
had been at the Hawthorne racetrack with 
Tom, alias Cornie,“ Wyckoff, 20 years old, 
who was arrested also; Wyckoff, itis alleged, 
represented himself as a brother of Jockey 
“Ed” Tulley, and helped Laney to dispose 
of the stolen property. 

Laney admitted last night that the money 
had gone to play the races.“ On one day 
he said his winnings were $102. This he had 
divided with two pals.“ 

Laney lives with his parents 40 2018 south 
Park avenue. In his confession to Lieuten- 
ant Brién at the Cottage Grove Avenue 
Station he stated that he had met Wyckoff 
on his daily errands and that the latter asked 
him if he cou not do some business with 
him.’’ This was six months ago. Laney ac- 
knowledged having taken thirty-five dozen 
silver knives and forks since then. 

Another source of his income, it is charged, 
was holding out money which had been 
given him tq buy postage stamps. According 
to Laney he would be given $50 or $60 for 
stamps and would spend only half that 
amount, keeping the balance. Some weeks 
ago two diamond rings and a stud valued at 
$500 disappeared from the trunk of J. 
Williams, one of the firm’s traveling men, and 
this led to an investigation. Detectives were 
put on the case and the arrest of Laney fol- 
lowed.

Joseph Gingotti, an Italian, aged 26, was shot 
and killed by a mob yesterday at a railroad 
camp near Ashdown, Sweaty miles north 


of this city.

The facts have been laid before the Itallan 
legation at Washington and it is stated that 
an official investigation will follow.

claims he could scarcely calculate and he 
could have sold them for millions at any time. 


which he discovered, and he had valuable 
claims through the Cripple Creek district. 
His wealth brought Strong into difficulties 
which might have shaken another man. He 
seemed not to worry. 

One of the sensations in which his career 
abounded was the blowing up of the Strong 
mine in 1804. Three men, charged with the 
act, were convicted and sentenced to prison. 
These men, Rheims, Tully, and Lyons, in 
conjunction with Messrs. Lenox and Gid- 
dings, who owned the bonds on the Strong 
mine when it was blown up, yet suit 
against Strong in 1900 asking $450,000 dam- 


ages. 
Sued for Breach of Promise. 


February, 1900, Strong married Hiss Re- 
gina Neville, the beauty of Altman, Col., 
and, before the honeymoon had fairly risen, 
be was made the defendant in two breach of 
promise suits, the two damaged fair ones 
asking $450,000. 

Luella Vance of Goldfield, who demanded 
$250,000, brought one of the suits, and the 
papers were thrust into Strong’s hands as he 
was leaving the church with his bride, and 
Nellie Lewis: of Colorado Springs demanded 
$200,000 because, she said, her affections had 
been trified with. 

Miss Lewis said Strohg promised to marry 
her and take her around the world, and that 
they went as far as New York, but that he 
failed to make good his promise of marriage, 
although he promised her repeatedly, and 
made the same promises to her father. 

Miss Vance also said she was dazzled by 
promises of trips around the world. Miss 
Lewis got a judgment for $50,000, and the 
other case was compromised out of court. 
Strong took ail these things easily, as did 
his wife, he declaring that he was simply pay- 
ing the penalty of getting rich suddenly. He 
often said that in his early hardships in the 
hills, before he made his lucky strikes; he 
earned every dollar of the millions he pos-. 
sessed. 


|JAPAN HAS MORE COMPLAINTS. | 


Honolulu Health Officer Accused of Of- 
fensive Conduct to Citizens of 
Mikado’s Empire. 


San Cal., T Aug. 22.— [Special. 
The resolutions of protest recently forwarded 
to the Japanese Minister in Washington by 
Japanese residents of Honolulu appear to 
have more serious justification than 
the single case complained of. At the 
Japanese Consulate in this city it is said 
United States Quarantine Officer Dr. L. T. 
Coffer in Honolulu has made it his practice 
habitually to discriminate against all 
Japanese and Chinese coming to that port 
in his official examinations, while permitting 
passengers of other nationalities to go 
virtually unchallenged. 

On July 2%, when S. Okabe, the newly 
appointed Japanese Vice Consul for Hon- 
olulu, arrived in port, both this gentleman 
and his wife were subjected to this humiliat- 
ing ordeal. At the same time this zealous 
quarantine official, passing over European 
travelers, laid his hand on Miss Amai and 
Miss Nobechi, two Japanese young women 
of aristocratic family, on their way to the 
United States to pursue their studies. Miss 
Imai is now in New York and Miss Nobechi 
is in Pacific Grove in this State. 

It will be recollected that during the plague 
in San Francisco last year Dr. Kinyoun, 


made a gross error in including the Japanese 
with the Chinese in an order forbidding. 
them to pass in or out of the city. The 
matter was taken up by the Japanese 
foreign office in Tokiyo, and an apology 
exacted from the United States.

Hoffmann’s New Flying Machine. 

LONDON, Aug. 22.—Engineering describes 
minutely R. J. Hoffmann’s flying machine, 
which is nearing completion in Berlin; as 
being similar, to Professor Langley’s, but 
adds that it has some essential improvements, 
including a water tube boiler and a coms 
pound condensing engine. 

The condensation is effected by carrying 
the exhaust steam through hollow ribs of the 
wings, where it is exposed to strong currents 
of air. The propellef makes fifty revolu- 
tions per second, and the wings spread nine 
feet. The working model weighs seven 
pounds.

The approach from the carriage way, in 
the sanctuary to the abbey, will be covered 
by a handsome porch, under which the royal 
carriages will pass. 

The King has given an order for fifty extra 
landaus and 200 horses for use during the 
coronation.

The Burnes family hes been prominent in 
northwest Missouri since pioneer days. Dan- 
fel D. Burnes was the acknowledged head of 
the family until his death, in 1867, and by 
bis will he bequeathed to his two brothers all 
of his estate and also all of his ghildren, | 
with the request that the latter be adopted, 
reared, and cared for, and the estate be 
administered for the interest of all in com- 
mon.
